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Commission Vacancies Troublesome 


Former mayor Carolyn P. Ewing, 
who chose not to run for re-election 
to Yorba Linda city council last 
month, is among some 24 candidates 
for two empty seats on the planning 

ission, Mayor Henry Wedaa 
led Monday night. 

Wedaa commented on Ewing’s 
application after presenting her with 
a commendation and plaques from 
the council in recognition of her 
service to the city. Also recognized 
witha commendation was former 
City Councilman Rudolph A. Castro, 
who likewise had chosen not to run 
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again. 

Confronted with so large a 
number of candidates for the 
planning commission vacancies and 
an apparent urgency in filling them, 
the council then adopted a 
procediire for doing so in short 
order. 

New council members Doug Groot 
and Irwin had urged that the 
vacancies be filled as quickly as 
possible, due to the unusual amount 
of work coming before the 
commission now. 

Confirming the urgency,

Planning Director Phil Paxton said 
fhat ‘‘we have never before been 
scheduling so far ahead’’ for 
commission meetings. Agenda 
items are currently being readied for 
the commission’s second meeting in 
May, he noted. 

Election of former commission 
raembers Groot and Fried to the city 
council left the commission with only 
three members. If any one of the 
remaining three were unable to 
attend a commission meeting, 
Paxton explained, a quorum would 
be impossible and the meeting could

Intruder Rapes, Robs Woman 


A 24-year-old Yorba Linda 
housewife told police Tuesday of 
being raped by a man who entered 
her unlocked apartment when she 
stepped out briefly. 

According to the victim, she left 
her residence, located in an 
apartment complex near _ the 
downtown area, shortly before 8 
p.m. to go to her car, which was 
parked in the apartment carport 
area. On the way back, she paused to 
talk to the apartment manager. 

When she returned to her 
apartment, she found the front door 
as she had left it--closed and 
unlocked. She went in. 


As soonas she had closed the door 
behind her, the victim continued, 
she heard a noise from the closet 
next to the entrance. She started to 
turn around, she said, when a man 


seized her from behind and began 
forcing her into the apartment 
bedroom. 

Once in the bedroom, the intruder 
covered the victim’s head, bound 
her arms, and raped her. 

Afterward, the man _ reportedly 
took a $20 bill lying on a counter in 
the kitchen, then returned to the 
victim to demand more money. 
When she could produce no more 
money, however, he withdrew 
again. 

Left alone, the victim freed 
herself, escaped through a bedroom 
window, and went to a nearby 
apartment, where she called police. 

o one was found in the 
apartment, the man __ having 
apparently fled taraagh the back 
door. 

The victim described her assailant 
as Chicano, 20 to 35 years old.

‘Since Placentia is a unified district, 
one board of trustees serves all 
grade levels in this district. 

In Yorba Linda, students are 
bused*across Placentia and Brea to 
reach their high school destination. 
All PUSD high schools are closer and 
one, Esperanza, serves the portion 
of Yorba Linda that is a part of 
PUSD. 

Also involved in the school district 
triangle is a 40-acre high school site 
on the northwest boundary of Yorba 
Linda, which is owned by the 
Fullerton district. It has been 
assumed by Yorba Lindans that a 
high school is forthcoming on this 
land. 

Erv Triplett, president of the 
Fullerton high school board, said 
that the trustees have made no 
decision as to when they will build in 
Yorba Linda...‘‘if we ever do. We 
don’t know when we will or if we 
will,’’ he explained. 

Triplett said that he did not 
envision any problems however, 
from the Fullerton district operating 
a high school with other cities in 
between. FUHSD now operates 
facilities in La Habra, Buena Park, 
Fullerton and the Lowell District. 

Dr. Sterling Fox, superintendent 
of the Yorba Linda district, said that 
he does not believe there is anything 
further his board can do at this time 

to accomplish the: merger. ‘‘It’s 
really up to the other two districts,”’ 
he explained. 

Impediments to the annexation 
are the fact that the Fullerton district 
is already suffering declining 
enrollments. Taking away Yorba 
Linda’s 1,246 Troy High School 
students would leave that facility 
with a low population. It also would 
place the burden on Placentia of 
finding space for them. However, 
Placentia plans on building another 
high school in the general Yorba 
Linda area. 

The transfer would also mean a 
loss in revenue to Fullerton, where

Nixon Birthplace Foundation 


Schedules Local Fund Drive 


Recent action by the board of 
directors of the Nixon Birthplace 
Foundation signals the start of a 
fund raising campaign, the results of 
which will be used for improvements 
at the birthplace site on Yorba Linda 
Blvd. 

W. H. Barton, chairman of the 
board, stated that one of the major 
improvements will be a large stone 
marker containing a plaque 
honoring the birthplace of our 37th 
President, Richard M. Nixon. 

‘*For the past several years, the 
Foundation has been getting stones 
from the various states of the Union 
to be used in the design of the 
marker,’’ Barton said. 

‘‘At the present time all states 
have been accounted for with the 
exception of about 12, and by the 
time contruction starts we hope to 
have all SO states represented,”’ 
Barton continued. 

‘In addition to that project, the 
Yorba Linda School District, owners 
of the former Nixon home, wants the 
Foundation to provide a driveway, 
parking lot and landscaping,’’ the 
chairman said. 

The Birthplace Foundation is in 
desperate need of funds to carry on 
this beautification work, hence the 
campaign to raise money at this 
time. 

The Birthplace Foundation was 
started as the result of action by the 
Chamber of Commerce in Novem- 
ber, 1968, when Dr. Robert Meador 
was president of that group. 

A board of directors outside of the 
Chamber was picked and the 
Foundation was given final approval 
as a non-profit corporation by the 
state of California on June 2, 1969. 


Since that time several thousands 


of dollars have been spent by the 
Foundation in helping to improve 
the Nixon home and grounds. Most 
of that money was raised from 
various board members and friends 
from this state in addition to people 
in other states. 


Most of the original pieces of 


furniture belonging to Frank and 
Hannah Nixon, parents of the 37th 
President, have been secured by the 
Foundation are are now in storage. 
These will eventually be placed back 
in the home when the site becomes a 
national historical place. 


To secure these artifacts cost the 


Foundation a considerable amount 
of money, and along with storage 
fees which are being paid monthly, 
this necessitates the need for funds 
at this time. 


Construction on the marker will 
start soon and will be completed in 
about 30 days. Barton stated that in

In other business, the council 
heard charges by former mayor Bill 
Ross that the city sign code is not 
being enforced evenly. 

New signs must be installed in 
compliance with the ordinance, Ross 
said, while the city ‘‘plays around’’ 
with old, non-conforming signs. 

Calling the situation ‘‘discrimina- 
tory,’’ Ross urged the city to take 
immediate action against sign- 
owners who have failed to comply 
with the code within the period set 
for abatement of their non-conform- 
ing signs. 

Discussion was touched off by a 
report from Planner Paxton that 
National Advertising Co., owner of 
four bill-boards within city limits, 
had offered to remove their 
bill-boards only if reimbursed by the 
city. The period for removal of the 
bill-boards ended a month ago, 
Paxton said. 

City Attorney Leonard Hampel 
offered the opinion that the 
company’s position jn demanding 
payment was invalid. 

In reply to Ross’ charges, Hampel 
said that he was trying to obtain 
voluntary compliance by informing 
violators of the law. He declared this 
process faster and of less expense to 
the city than taking immediate legal 
action ‘‘in 80 percent of the cases.”’ 

If this approach were unfruitful in 
the case of National Advertising, 
Hampel indicated, he would than 
recommend suitable legal action. 

Wedaa and Fried defended 
Hampel, Wedaa noting that ‘‘in a 
democracy, things take longer than 
in a dictatorship. You can’t just go 
out and tear signs down. You have to 
do it legally.’’ 

In still other business, the city 
council-- 

*accepted a check for $115,000 
from County Supervisor Ralph 


Diedrich, representing SOQ percent 
matching funds from and county 
toward purchase of a park site on 
Palm Avenue; 

*heard Simonian report that Bruce 
Nestande’s office had assured the 
city that the Assemblyman would 
expedite handling in Sacramento of 
a request by the State Department of 
Transportation for funds to cover 
restriping of Imperial Highway so 
that the job might be finished in 
one to two months; 

*established no-parking zones on 
both sides of Plumosa Avenue for a 
distance north of Lemon; 

*adopted on first reading an 
ordinance allowing additions on 
existing structures within 150 of 
operating oil wells (a previous city 
code provision forbiddimg such 
additions had created needless 
hardships for a resident who wanted 
to make such an addition to his 
home, Simonian reported); 

*approved a next-to-final pay- 
ment of $34,570 for installation of 
three traffic lights (a final payment 
of $6,645 will be made after 35 days 
if no liens have been filed within the 
time; total payment will amount to 
$66,445); 

*adopted a resolution protesting 
provisions of the Federal Voting 
Rights Act requiring preparation of 
bi-lingual voting materials (‘‘Good 
citizens should learn English,’’ said 
Chaput, a feeling apparently shared 
by other council members except 
Fried, who declared that circum- 
stances sometimes may prevent 
someone from learning English; 
Fried cast the lone jo vote); and 


*heard Vice-Mayor Groot an- 
nounce that he would establish 
office hours at City Hall Tuesday 
nights from 6 to 7:30, to allow 
citizens to contact him personally.

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the amount of money spent for the 
education of high school students is 
higher than in the Placentia district. 

Other considerations concern a 
number of teachers who would no 
longer be required by Fullerton and 
who would probably seek considera- 
tion in case of a merger. 

The presentation to members of 
the three boards was made by 
Dewey Hillman, Assistant Superin- 
tendent, Business of the Orange 
County Department of Education. 
Last week's meeting was held in the 
Valencia High School Library. 

One possibility Hillman discussed 
was that the high school students 
might be phased out a year at agime, 
allowing those who had started, to 
complete their schooling at Troy. 

Hillman also pointed out that 
Fullerton owns the Yorba Linda high 
school site outright. ‘‘Fullerton can 
sell it now for more than they paid 
for it. If they want to sell the site, 
because it’s not ideal anyway, they 


could make some money on it. They 
are going to be hard pressed for 
money,’’ Hillman explained. 

If the annexation were to be 
considered, Hillman continued, all 
three boards would have to agree on 
it. A public vote would also be 
required in the Yorba Linda district. 

Hillman added: ‘‘I think what 
we're really here for tonight is for 
the three districts to make a decision 
as to whether you can get together 
on the financial situation or not. If 
you can’t, get together on the 
you can’t, it’s a shame to leave 
something like this up in the air for 
two or three years. I think you ought 
to finish it one way.or the other. I 
really think Yorba Linda's asking for 
a ‘yes’ or a ‘no’.”’ 

Triplett replied that ‘‘there are 
many other factors that ought to be 
taken into consideration. There is 
entirely too much additional that we 
have to look into.’’ 

No announcement was made as to 
when anyone would again consider 
the proposition.

Measured Rate 


Pacific Telephone has_ started 
charging for the local calls of 
measured-rate service customers in 
Yorba Linda, Placentia and all of 
Orange County on the basis of how 
long they talk. 

About 20 percent of residence 
telephone customers in the county 
are affected. Flat rate service users 
are not affected by the plan nor does 
it apply to coin phones. 

The Single Message Rate Timing 
(SMRT) plan establishes a charge of 
one message unit (at five cents) for 
up to five minutes of initial 
conversation. Another message unit

will be charged for each additional 
five minute period or fraction 
thereof. 


All business telephones in the 
county are affected except for those 
in the Capistrano Valley and San 
Clemente exchanges, according to 
General Manager John C. Buchart. 
Business phones in those exchanges 
are on a flat rate. 


‘*We feel this ‘pay only for what 
you use’ plan is the fairest way to 
help offset the cost of additional 
equipment we’ve had to install to 
serve. customers who make local 
;calls lasting up to a full day in 
length,’’ Buchart said. 


In the past, customers with 
measured service were not charged 
extra if the number of local calls 
made each month did not exceed 
their local call allowance. 


Under the new plan, however, a 
customer could use up his allowance 
-- say 80 local messages a month as 
in the case of a business line -- by 


~ placing 80 individual calls of five 


minutes or less or in an extreme 
case, one call of 400 minutes could 
use up the 80-message allowance. 
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Are you thinking about building a 
house, adding a room, doing some 
remodeling, or installing a swim- 
ming pool?

Improper building 
methods can and do_ cause 
unwarranted and expensive repairs. 
Improper electrical wiring is a major 
cause of fire. 

Unvented heaters caused several 
deaths, in the County last year, and 
crudely installed drainage pipes or 
water supply pipes almost certainly 
result in many expensive plumbing 


bills. 


Buildings connected to public or 
private sewer systems may have 
drainage problems which can cause 
major trouble for years to come if 
they are not properly installed. 

The Building Department is the 
agency designated to enforce the 
building, plumbing, heating, and 
electrical regulations of the 1973 
edition of the Uniform Building, 
Plumbing, Heating, Swimming Pool 
Codes, and the 1975 edition of the 
National Electrical Code. 

An application for the building 
permit may be obtained at the 
Building Department office which is 
located at 4845 Main Street, anytime 
between 8 a.m. and S_ p.m. 
Monday-Friday. 

You must first check with the 
Planning Department on zoning 
requirements such as lot size, front, 
side, and rear setbacks, pay your 
plan check fee, and present two sets 
of plans of the proposed construc- 
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Yorba Linda City Hall 


.tion. The plans may be drawn by a 
non-professional for most residen- 


tial construction, but all other 
buildings shall be designed by a 
qualified architect or structural 
engineer. 

After the plans are checked and 
stamped for approval a building 
permit fee is required. Upon 
payment of this fee the building 
permit is issued and construction 
may begin. 

During construction the building 
is inspected at specified stages by a 
Field Inspector. The builder must 
always remember not to cover up 
any portion of the building or 
structure until inspected and 
approved by the Field Inspector. 

The Field Inspector makes a final 
inspection when the building is 
completed and a record of the 
construction is placed in a 
permanent file and may be referred 
to years later when lending agencies 
request information on it for sales 
purposes. 

If a building is to be added to or 
remodeled, the new _ portion 
shall meet all requirements of the 
present applicable codes. When a 
building has sustained structural 
fire damage, it is inspected and the 
owner is advised what is required to 
rebuild. 

The Building Department assists 
the County of Orange Health 
Department in enforcing State and 
County regulations in regard to 
sub-standard housing and requires 
permits for rehabilitating residen- 
ces. 

Mobile homes are becoming 
increasingiy popular, and_ the 
Building Department enforces the 
State Mobile Home Park Act 
inspecting facilities for the conven- 
ience and protection of residents, 
and checks utility connections to 
mobile homes the same as in other 
dwellings. 

Other responsibilities of the 
Building Department include the 
enforcement of the State Housing 
Law, the Earthquake Protection 
Law, and the Uniform Fire Code.
